County government is perhaps the most misunder- 
stood level of government that exists today. Rela- 
tively few people understand the role of county 
elected officials or the scope of services that coun- 
ties deliver. 

Essex County recently completed the most com- 
prehensive reorganization of government since the 


approve the County Executive plan under the 
New Jersey Optional County Charter Law. On 
November 13, 1978 the County's first Executive, 
Peter Shapiro, was sworn into office on the front 
steps of the Hall of Records in Newark.
